H« Think* Public Duties Not Confined 


to Appointing Official!. 


, April 20.— A Washington 


special to the Inquirer gives the substance 
of an interview with President Harrison. 
The President BBJB: "Senators and Rep- 
resentatives appear to think tha President 
has nothing to do bat to fill offices. 
They 


w.H dtscor t before very long. I hopf, that 
there are other matters concerning the duty 
of administration, such as foreign affairs, 
*hieb will make the filling of offices cat a 
very poor figure. The policy effecting 
business interest! will have a lasting influ- 
ence among the people. It is a small mat- 
ter to judge of an Administration by ap- 
pointments. I do not mean with reference 
to their character, bat to the prominence 
given them as above everything else. An 
Administration cannot become fairly set- 
tled in its work daring the firit two or 
three months while it is twseiged by office- 
seekers. I am fully aware of the com- 
plaints and criticisms which are being 
passed aronnd among Senators and Repre- 
sentatives and others, who claim, or, per- 
haps, feel, that they are not getting what 
they are entitled to bnt an Adminis- 
tration mast encounter trouble from this 
source when Government is supposed to 
represent nothing more than office-farming. 
They will, perhaps, learn that an Adminis- 
tration mast encounter more difficult sub- 
jects than the mere selection of friends for 
places. 


"In my opinion (be only way to judge 


the merits of the Administration is to wait 
until its policy for the management of pub- 
lic affairs is defined and some idea can be 
formed ot what it is proposed to do for the 
benefit of the country. Its material inter- 
ests are for the good of the people, and not 
for the sole benefit of gratifying the politi- 
cal plans and purposes of politicians. I 
do net propose to disregard the intereits of 
party managers, but that will be attended 
to in proper time. But it cannct be done 
within a week or even a month. It is my 
purpose to secure the best men for places 
of trust, and I will eiamiae all their papers 
with a vie-v to that end. It is, therefore, 
to the interest of men who manage the po- 
litical affairs of the party to bear this in 


The Fresidt>£t also said he did not ei- 


pect the Administration to be judged by 
the result of the first six months, but after 
(hen the people woald be justified in pass- 
ing opinions upon the positions which he 
will take upor great practical questions, 
and determine whether his management of 
public interests is satisfactory. 


The Inquirer represents the President 


thus unburdening himself to a New Eng- 
land Congressman. The interview is sup- 
posed to have special significance from the 
fact that it appears in a paper owned in 
part by Senator Quay. 
'" 


Civil Service Commission. 


There are yet, and have been for several 


months, two vacancies in the civil service 
commission. Mr. 
Oberly resigned 
to 


accept the position of superintendent of 
Indian schools, prior to Lit. appointment 
as commissioner of Indian affairs, and 
Ju ige Edgerton was summarily removed 
by President 
Cleveland, so that Mr. 


Lymao, the remaining member, constitutes 
the entire commission. President Harri- 
son, it is understood, has been giving the 
matter considerable attention, with a view 
to reorganizing this body, but the conten- 
tion among those who desire to become 
members bas, thus far, prevented him 
from accomplishing 
a 
reorganization. 


There is a decided feeling among the Re- 
publicans in favor of the new members, 
Mr. Lyman being regarded by many 
Republicans as a "mngwnmp," whoge 
influence was given for the re-election of 
Mr. Cleveland. Tho law provides that 
both parties shall be represented on the 
board 
President 
Cleveland nominated 


Assistant 
Secretary of the 
Treasury 


Thompson, of South Carolina, to be a 
member of the board, bnt the Senate failed 
to confirm the nomination. Mr. Thomp- 
son is being nrged for appointment by 
Senators Butler, 
Hampton and other 


Democratic Senators, and a considerable 
number of Republican Senators also indorse 
him. Ex-Congressman Merriman, of New 
York, one of the Democrats who stood 
with Randall against the Mills bill, is being 
urged by Mr. Randall, Charles A. Dana 
and other protection Democrats, and it IB 
thought Merriman'a chances for appoint- 
ment are very good. So the matter stands, 
with everybody expecting a solution and a 
settlement by the President any day. 


An Ado.iral of the navy has been ap- 


pointed Grand Marshal in the barbor of 
New York on the occasion of the centen- 
nial celebration, and all vessels will be 
under bis orders and all commanding 
officers will govern themselves accordingly. 
The Commandant oi the navy yard is 
ordered to cooperate with (lac Admiral in 
making the navy display a ssoceas. 


A Washington dispatch says Senator 


Stewart is using his best endeavors to 
hasten tbe costing of Lscd Commissioner 
Stochslager, and the sooner ft successor to 
Mr. Stockslager is appointed the better 
will the Senator be pleased. 


It is reported that the President ban 


decided to appoint General Frank Palmer 
of Chicago aa Public Printer.

—•Tbe Mew Country Alive Wltb Boom- 
er*—Many K*rlv Birds who Failed to 
Catch the Worm—Interesting Scenes

ARKANSAS CITY, April 22.—Oklahoma is 


open. The trials, struggles «od sacrifices 
of veari are particularly rewarded, bnt the 
events of to-day and of the days, weeks 
and months to follow will prove how far 
(he supply is below the demand, and ne- 
cessitate farther concessions to avert dis- 
order, bloodshed and other conditions bat 
little short of Anarchy. The history of 
this day will forever be a memorial in fron- 
tier annals and leave behind a heritage of 
litigation which will be fruitful,to land- 
sharks and claim attorneys, but be des- 
tructive to the claims of poor and honest 
settlers.

in 


groups on the level prairie or in the little 
valleys which diversify tbe face of the 
country. It was at once noticeable that 
teams were not to be seen in any of these 
camps, and it was plain that they had been 
taken out ot their harness to be rode 
across the border by hard riders who were 
to locate claim a. A little farther on and 
this conclusion pioved to be a correct one, 
for the entire face of the country, as far as 
tbe best field-glass could carry eight, was 
overrun with horsemen galloping to the 
southward. The fleetest horses had evi- 
dently been picked for the work, *ad they 
were carrying their riders rapidly to tbe 
longed-for goal. Rides of fifteen or twenty 
miles were made in incredibly short time 
by old boomers familiar with the country 
and who knew where desirable lands were 
located. 


DIME-NOVEL EVENTS. 


The day was cloudless and for away in 


tbe horizon, both east and west/ clouds of 
dust could be seen ascending from tbe 
hoof* of hundreds ot horses rushing to- 
wards different destinations in moat cases, 
bnt come of them toward the same. One 
race for a goal could be easily distinguished. 
The riders were Apparently evenly mounted, 
They were necls and neck for a mile or two 
along the trail aa fnr as they could be seeu, 
and their eager and intense looks and 
merciless slashing were sufficient evidence 
of the prize they were running after. 


One saddled bnt riderltss horse was seen 


galloping along the trail—an ominous sign 
of some accident ot fatality which bad be- 
fallen tbe rider. Some men went in charge 
of horses, evidently tiding relays towards 
the goal. 


Out of the dust arose toward the east 


could be seen after the train had reached 
the summit of a high ridge, a wagon cara- 
van fully two miles in length, the horses 
of which wer» being urged to their utmost 
speed. 


* BADLI MIXED CBOWD. 


The oconpoBta of Ibese caravans, plainly 


outdistanced by tbe horseback riders, con- 
sisted of speculators, adventurers, eight- 
seers, thieves, efc. The farming element 
<ras not largely represented, as all of the 
homesteaders had gone on before. There 
were men in the cars from every great 
city and important point in the country, 
and there was DO Slate or Territory in the 
cnuctry which did uot have Us represen- 
tative. The newspaper coach was the first 
out of Kansas City. It contained repre- 
sentatives of all the leading newspapers in 
the country, who were compelled to yield 
room and comfort for tbe good of the 
cause. 


SHB JIM AT ARKANSAS CRT. 


At Arkansas City there were over 76 


coaches side-tracked in tbe yards, awaiting 
tbe rub. All of these were lowered into 
the yards, some distance below tbe depot 
The crowd began gathering on the platform 
two boars before daylight, and long before 
tbe first feint streak of dawn of the fateful 
day the city was awake and stirring. Tbe 
streets prcrented a lively, picturesque ap- 
pearanca. Hundreds, in their impatience 
to get aboard, rushed down en masse to 
force an entrance into the cars, all of 
which were securely looked. The excite- 
ment may be judged from the fact that a 
large number ot coach windows were 
broken out by people who were aniiona to 
secure seats. 


BAILBOAD OFFICIALS HELPLESS, 


It was in vain for officials to say that 


the trains would ran in sections fifteen 
minutes apart. Every man there wanted 
to be fifteen minutes ahead of everybody 
and not fifteen minutes behind anybody. 
The first section made up consisted of nine 
oars, newspaper coach and one caboose. 
It pulled out at 8:15, railroad time. It 
was 9:30 wneq the line which macks the 
State line and dividing the line from the 
Cherokee.Strip had been crossed. 


TEE BACB TO THB SWIFT. 


After several miles of the Territory had 


been traversed it was seen that the best 
riders were winning the best prizes. One 
homesteader, who had secured a magnifi- 
cent quarter-section of rolling land, had 
dug a hole two or three feet deep at that 
corner of it where the survey's section 
was located and where he had driven his 
stake. Hot looking npon these evidences 
of possession as sufficient to confirm his 
title, he seized a Winchester as the train 
ran by and fired out its contents and then 
emptied his revolver, yelling like a cowboy 
or a Corcanclie Indian all tbe time. Not 
only his yells but his shots were responded 
to from tha train, and a volley went up 
into the air from the entire length of the 
section, which proved conclusively how 
well the party was armed in expectancy of 
what might happen a few miles tha other 
side of the line. 


AX THB MILITARY POST. 


The train stopped at the military post 


where the whits tants of the soldiers and 
the officers' tents, surrounded by tbe na- 
tional colors, were a gratifying evidence of 
power sufficient to maintain order. Troop 
D of the Fifth Regiment of Cavalry of the 
United States army was quartered there, 
and the officers said that at tbe sound of 
the bugle at high noon there had been a 
movement among the boomers camped 
along the border which had extended across 
tbe entire frontier line, and that tbe riding 
had been fast and furious ever since, some 
of the prospectors even running on foot to 
Guthrie to file their entries. 


A BACK-ACTION MOVEMENT. 


It was but a few minutes nntil the line 


was reached and a back action movement 
ot taking up lots which nobody bad wanted 
before began. When the second and third 
sections of the train arrived and found 
everything cornered tha air was blue for 
miles around the metropolis 
There wes 


nothing to do, however, as every lot vtas 
protected by rifles and revolvers, and if 
shooting began there was no telling where 
it would stop. The only recourse left to 
disappointed men was to buy oat such 
holders of lots as were willing to sell or 
run the risk of taking up lots outside of 
the legal limits. Both courses were adopt- 
ed, and a goodly number of Guthrie City 
lots changed hands. 


THE EABLY BIRD LOSES THE WORM. 


It was twenty minutes after 12'o'clock 


when the first section of the great Atkinson 
train reached the line, and its progress 
from that point on to Guthrie was not 
rapid enough for the rapid men who want- 
ed to get there in a harry before all tbe 
cream was skimmed off the milk. Never- 
theless, it lacked but a few minutes of 1 
o'clock when the train stopped in front of 
Guthrie, and before the train came to a 
btcp it was seen that somebody was already 
thore—in foot, the town was well populat 
eii. Tents were numerous on the eastern 
3lo|>p5 and sta&es were sticking up out 
of the ground lilio poles m n benn patch. 
M»u could be seen racing in tbe direction 
of valuable holdings, and tbe scene WBB 
aj buny and animated a one ai it is possi- 
ble to imagine. 


PROFANITY LOUD ADD DEEP. 


The profanity among the Arkansas City 


ami Wichita speculators, as well as those 
from other points, was both loud and deep. 
If tiiere had been a prospect of shooting at 
any time to-day, it would have cccured 
when these men fonnd themselves baffled 
•t tbe game of freeze-out, but they were 
0' mpelled to swallow their wrath, /or ac- 
cording to all technicalities m law, the 
nifu in possession were the rightful own- 
ers, 
and tbe men who had been left out 


wero the most persistent in their demands 
for tbs law's enforcement. 


A PICTUBE6QUK SOKOS. 


The sseBa this evening at Guthrie was 


one of the most stirring and picturesque 
ever witnessed. The smoke of the myriad 
campfires lighted to cook the first meat in 
Oklahoma began to ascend in all directions, 
and before the first train of land specula- 
tors bad rushed to the future great city of 
Gnthrie tbe former bad already become 
possessors of a great deal of land »nd more 
than one {arrow of virgin soil had been 
turned over to the sun which made tbe day 
glorious as well ai memorable.

SATED. 


The Passengers and Crew of the Dan- 


, mark Rescued by the 


LISBON, April 22.—Forty-two ot the 


crew of tbe Denmark and 320 of her pas- 
sengers have ai rived here on the steamer 
Acor. Rolson, first officer, who is among 
them, reports that on April 4th the Dan- 
mark's shaft was broken. On the nest 
day the disabled steamer met tbe slenm- 
ship Missouri, which left London on 
March 28th for Philadelphia and Balti- 
more. The Missouri towed the Denmark 
until the 6tb, when the latter teemed 
(.bout to sink. At first the Missouri was 
only able to take aboard twenty of the 
Danmark's passengers, bnt after having 
jettisoned a portion of h«r cargo she found 
accommodation for all the crew and pas- 
sengers of the Danmark. The Missouri 
then proceeded to tbe Azores and left there 
the first and second officers and 320 pas- 
sengers. She then continued her journey 
to Philadelphia with 340 passengers and 
the remainder of tbe crew. The Captain 
and three engineers of tbe Danmark left 
the Azores on the 14th for London on 
board a steamer from Demerara. The 
Danmark was about eight hundred miles 
from Newfoundland when the accident 
happened. Engineer Koas was killed by 
the bursting of an engine pipe, and the 
ship was badly damaged. la consequence 
of this damage, together with the break- 
ing of the abaft, the vessel was helpless in 
the heavy seas that prevailed.

to oonveisB on tbe subject further than 
to say the toriptnral injunction to turn one 
cheek when the other is smitten and when 
tbe cost is taken to surrender the cloak 
also, may be evangelical, but it does not 
apply to politics.

BOSTON, April 21.—The annual report of 


tbe Union Pacific Railroad Company, end- 
ing December 31, 1888, is published. The 
first part reviews at length the relations be- 
tween the Government and the company, 
with a resume of the non-action taken by 
Congress on the Onthwaite bill. 


The report continues: "The results of 


the closing months of last year with the 
present outlook for the current year will 
not justify the Directors in resuming the 
payment of dividends."

the inability of several auxiliary lines to 
meet their fixed charges. The making of 
this dedaction appears in the net surplus. 
The income of tbe whole Union Pacific cya- 
tern was $15,933,862 90.

A PHOTOQRAPHER'3 TRIALS. 


extravagant Demand* oa His Skill, Pa- 


tience and Good Nature. 


A photographer meets with many 


strange characters and ia a witness of 
many curious incidents. In a recent in- 
formal talk before the Society of Amateur 
Photographers, Abraham Bogardus, the 
veteran photographer, told a number of 
amnsing stories of incidents that hap- 
pened to him in the course of his forty- 
one years' experience in the studio and 
dark room. He prefaced his talk with a 
few sarcastic remarks regarding young 
men who write long screeds in photo- 
graphic papers on how to take photo- 
graphs, whom tbe experiences of a single 
day "under the skylight" wonld cause 
them to wish they had never been born. 
He then went on to speak of the un- 
reasonablo demands which many sitters 
make. 


"At one time," he said, "a lady

Both boys wanted to mount the 
hone. We got that settled after a time, 
but only to strike a new trouble. Of 
course you all know that the nearer to- 
gether you group the objects to be photo- 
graphed the better picture you wil get, 
Well.this woman was a genius in her way; 
she did not want her children grouped 
close together as other people's were, but 
she wanted the little girl taken in the 
middle of the room and the boys oft ia 
opposite corners. Of course I told her 
it could not be done, whereupon she 
said: 'Well, Mr. Bogardus, I have always 
been told that you were very accommo- 
dating. I have been to three or four 
photographers and they all told me the 
same thing. I don't see as you are any 
more accommodating than the rest of 
them.' At another time a man, an Irish- 
man, of course, wanted a carte-de-visito, 
and he wanted it 'life size.' Sony) peo- 
ple, by the way, never seem to under- 
stand the difference between 'full length' 
and 'life size.' I told him that the plate 
wouldn't hold it 
'Then take it with the 


legs hanging down,' were his instruc- 
tions. Gen. Logan, who used to sit for 
me, did not often joke, but he did occa- 
sionally.

Win Shoot Over lea Mil**, 


A Bt. Louis shoemaker named Cutter 


has applied for a patent on a remarkable 
gun. The inventor will not display the 
affair itself, as be believes it to be "the 
coming gun," but from the drawings and 
obscure description offered by tbe owner 
a vague idea can be gleaned. 


The gun is a smooth bore, very similar 


to a Martini-Henry rifle, and hammer- 
less. On the left hand side of the breech 
block is a magazine containing cartridges 
BO arranged that on firing the recoil of 
tire charge opens the breech, at which a 
spring presses a fresh cartridge into 
place. 
,. 


But the peculiarity lies in the cartridge 


and the rear end of it. A very light 
charge suffices to start ii 


After it has gone but a few rods the 


extreme rear one of a series of secondary 
charges explodes, giving the missile re- 
newed impetus. These explosions are 
continued until the series is exhausted 
or the projectile has reached its object. 


The advantages claimed for this odd 


weapon are that a much'lighter gun can 
boused and that greater execution can 
be wrought, besides getting longer range, 
as he claims a bullet can be fired ten 
miles, and even further, according to the 
number of propelling charges, always 
providing that nothing gets in the way. 


It requires a UJ inch cartridge for a ten 


mile trip, and one-quarter inch addi- 
tional for each subsequent mile. One 
thing that has always been a source of 
annoyance to gunners is (surmounted by 
this, the trajectory. 


The projectile, in place of making a 


bee line, bas heretofore described an arc, 
necessitating "raised eights" for long 
distance shooting, as the continuous 
force of gravity would drag the bullet 
downward below a direct line to the tar- 
get. 


The inventor claims that his system of 


relays, acting as they do as instantaneous 
forces, overcome the continuous and 
cause the missile to move directly to the 
mark.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

WITH A HICKORY CfeUB.

On the top of Smoky mountain, «t 


least fire miles from any settlement or 
farm, in the midst of the wildest part of 
this rough, mountainous section, there is 
an old hunter named Job Smiley. 


Among the many narrow escapes be 


has had, one of the most interesting per- 
haps is the account, as bo himself told it, 
of his fight with two full grown black 
bears, in which, with nothing but a big 
hickory stick, he comes off finally victori- 
ous, although terribly clawed and bitten. 
This is the story as he told it himself: 


I was out hunting as usual one day on 


one of the cross ridges of the Big Smoky 
when I got on the trail of & big buck, 
which I followed for two hours before I 
got close enough to shoot. When I did 
get the chance the buck was about 
seventy yards below me on a narrow 
shelf, which overhung a rocky precipice 
of fifteen or twenty feet. I drew a bead 
on the buck and dropped him dead in hia 
tracks. Then I did a very foolish thing 
—one I never did before and never will 
again, and that was this: I laid my gun 
down against a log, not even taking time 
to load it, and climbed down to the spot 
where the buck lay. 


THEY ALT, GOT THERE. 


I got there safely, and so did a couple 


of thundering big bears about the same 
time. They had a den in the side of the 
mountain close by, and my shot alarmed 
them or they had been laying for the 
deer themselves. Well, they were there 
and BO was I, and, unfortunately, I was 
without a weapon. I saw there was 
going to be trouble, and that I couldn't 
get back to my gun, so I looked about 
me quietly to see if I could find anything 
with which to defend myself. 


Down close by my feet I saw a big 


hickory limb, which had been broken off 
in some of the fearful wind storms BO 
common on the mountain.

As it was, the in- 
fernal brute gave me a swipe with his 
fore paw which tore my hunting shirt at 
the shoulder into shoestrings and ripped 
my hide and flesh clear across from the 
shoulder half way down my arm. 


Before the bear [ could close in on me, 


however, I sprang back and drew up my 
club ready for another blow. The first 
one I had knocked over was now on his 
feet, and both of them having smelled 
the blood were in savage earnest, and it 
was now a fight to the death. They 
both came at me on their hind feet, 
about six feet apart and about tbe same 
distance from me. As they got close 
enough to reach I swung the big club 
down on a level, and just as quick as I 
possibly could I gave one of them a 
thundering poke square between the 
eyes. This was the fellow on my left. 
Then I swung the club to the right, and 
got in a pretty good one on the other 
one's neck. The bear I had struck be- 
tween the eyes was badly hurt, as he 
laid right down and whined, I hap- 
pened to turn my eyes in his direction 
and this gave the other one an oppor- 
tunity, and the first I knew I was 
knocked backward and came near fall- 
ing, with the bear dose upon me.

Old Tom soon had 
me spread out on the shakedown in the 
corner, and then ho went to work to wash 
my wounds and tie me together again. 
After he had fixed me up in some sort of 
shape old Tom went to tbe place where 
I had the fight and skinned the bears and 
hung them up. When he came back the 
old fellow was dragging along three cubs 
about 3 months old. |He found the bears' 
den and captured the cubs, which he 
pulled out with a piece of rope he always 
carried. That fight laid me up for about 
two months, but! came out as sound as 
ever.—Cincinnati Enquirer Letter from 
Qraham county, N. C.

Includes no moTf interesting phaM than 
that known ois Composite photography, 
ft is six yearn elno» that Professor Qault, 
in American, began experiments in thto 
direction, attaining results that hare at- 
tracted attention dn both sides of. the 
Atlantic. In brief, the process, which 
applies only to reproducing tbe human 
features, consists Of super-imposing a 
number of photographs upon a negative 
common to all. The outcome, when this 
process is intelligently and skillfully 
done, is a photograph embodying the 
dominant facial traits of all the portraits 
placed before- the camera. The hist pic- 
ture of all bean the same relation—as to 
resemblance—to its predecessor, as does 
the human being often bear a likeness to 
his ancestors through many generations. 
FVesh in the minds of many will be the 
magazine articles recently published, 
giving the results of composite photogra- 
phy as applied to a chosen number of 
pupils in a seminary. 


The final photograph showed a type 


distinct from the score of photographs 
used to produce it, yet revealed a face in 
which the dominant characteristics of 
all were blended in a face of extreme 
beauty and power. In a similar manner 
a composite photograph made up from a 
succession of family portraits will yield 
a remarkable result, giving features in 
which the characteristics of ancestors are 
plainly discernible, 
By blending two 


portraits upon one negative a curious ef- 
fect is produced. The possibilities of 
composite photography are full of deep 
interest, not only for the lover of the 
camera, but for the student of human 
nature.—Pittsburg Bulletin. 


FenonallUes In Books. 


It is the inborn curiosity we all have 


to know men in their inmost personality, 
that makes autobiographies the most in- 
teresting books in ths world. Of the 
countless memoirs that have been pub- 
lished there are none that may be called 
dull, for even when there is dullness, 
and the self revealer is relating details 
common to humanity, the very fact that 
we recognize it as dull, and so class the 
hero of the tale with common clay, 
makes it interesting to the student. No 
matter what bis achievements, we per- 
ceive that after all here was a man. He 
may have attained eminence in this line 
or that, have performed some great feat 
in war, in politics or in art, but, after 
all, he had, as tho French lady said, "his 
hours and his moments." 


There were times when dullness over- 


came him like a fog, and the evidences 
lie here in the book before us. There- 
fore, paradoxical as it may seem, there 
are no dull autobiographies, for the rea- 
son that their very dullness has its inter- 
esting features. 


The fact that all the novelists and story 


tellers have put many of their stories id 
the form of autobiography shows the 
hold this method of recital has upon the 
mind. Robinson Crusoe is ten tunes 
more real than if Def ce had related the 
famous adventures in the third person; 
the same may be said of Marryat's sea 
novels, of Poe's best tales, and even of 
Frank Stockton's grotesqueries. The ap- 
parently real narrator excites a personal 
interest that throws a charm around the 
whole story nothing else can give.—Chi- 
cago Herald. 


The >'ew Department. 


The elevation of the agricultural bu- 


reau to the dignity of a department with 
a seat for its executive head in the presi- 
dent's cabinet is of far greater import- 
ance than may now seem. The bureau 
of itself has no great significance. But 
as a vehicle for business that overloads 
other departments the new executive 
branch will grow in importance. The 
interior department has far outgrown 
proportions compatible with its greatest 
usefulness, and the general land office 
could very properly be transferred to 
the agricultural department. So, too, 
with the signal office, which can be of 
greater advantage to farmers than any 
other class. 


There is also a range of service in the 


state department that properly falls 
within the scope of the new department, 
and that is the system of collecting in- 
formation about foreign agricultural 
methods 
and 
operations. 
This is 


mingled, of course, with a statistical in- 
formation about many other things, but 
to tbe farmer it is of the greatest value 
as determining the prospect of his 
market. This country could well afford 
to station a special agricultural agent at 
every important foreign mission. The 
interstate commerce commission, which 
is classified as accessory to the interior 
department, should be related to the 
agricultural department if to any. The 
secretary of agriculture will not haves 
sinecure.—Washington Star. 


Capt. Kidd'a Long Disembodied Spirit. 
A ghost in the old Rock Hill estate at 


Medford is the subject for gossip in that 
vicinity. It is said to be the spirit of 
Capt. Kidd, and this belief is founded on 
an old tradition connected with the 
estate. It is one of the numerous places 
where the fabled treasure was hidden. 
Many have dug for it, and it is said that 
some struck the cover of the chest, but 
it had a trait of sinking lower whenever 
touched. Another theory is that the 
midnight visitor is the spirit of a New 
Hampshire farmer who was robbed and 
murdered there. The majority of people, 
however, have no story at all and will 
believe in none. The visitor has the 
usual characteristics of a ghost, and has 
disturbed all the inhabitants in the 
vicinity.—Springfield Republican.
